A Matter 


of Mind

Tn the United States today there 
are three members comprising the 
psychiatric team — the psychia­ 
trist. the psychologist and the psy­ 
chiatric social worker. Each has 
his specific function in helping the 
patient with emotional problems. 
In most 
mental 
hospitals 
a n d 
psychiatric clinics the team can 
be found working together. 


The psychiatrist is a university 
graduate and a graduate of a med­ 
ical school, after which he enters 
into a three to five-year period 
of advanced training known as a 
residency in psychiatry. This may 
be taken at 
a 
mental 
hospital, 
psychiatric clinic or both. 


The 
psvehiatrist 
has 
medtcal 
responsibility for the patient when 
the team functions together. It is 
he who prescribes drugs, admin­ 
isters shock therapv wTien indicat­ 
ed 
makes commitments to hos­ 
pitals and advises on all medical 
aspects of the case. 


Work Levels Vary 
The psychologist is a university 
graduate and a 
graduate 
of 
a 
school of psychology, a training 
period that includes in four to <ix 
years of postgraduate study train­ 
ing in psychological 
testing 
re­ 
search and psychotherapv. While 
his adv anced studv includes cour­ 
ses in medicine and neurology he 
is not a medical doctor. His doc­ 
torate is the ‘Ph.D.’ — doctor of 
philosophy in psychology. This is 
an academic decree. His function 
on the team initially is the ad 
ministration of psychological tests. 
He evaluates the person a intelli­ 
gence. his 
emotionally 
stability, 
factors operating below the per­ 
son’s consciousness and. where in­ 
dicated. tests for the possibility of 
brain damage 
The psychiatric social worker is 
a university graduate and a grad 
uate of a school of social work (2 
years post-graduate) in the pay* 1 
ehiatric ipecii|tx 
His degree is 
the M S W — •'Masters Dear»*e In ! 
Social Work.’ His responsibility on 
the team is to do the initial inter­ 
viewing and screening, to be fami­ 
liar with the patient’s home and 
job situation and 
to 
handle 
all 
necessary contada in the person's 
environment. 
After a patient has been seen 
by all three members of the team 
and evaluated by each psychia­ 
tric specialist, a staff conference 
Is held to discuss the patient fully

from each viewpoint. The disposi­ 
tion is then made. 
If 
psychotherapy is 
indicated 
any member of the team may be 
qualified to do so. Exceptions to 
this rule are with patients who 
are potentially homicidal or suici­ 
dal or where serious medical and 
neurological problems exist. The 
latter cases are the province of 
the psychiatrist 
because 
of 
his 
medical knowledge and legal re­ 
sponsibility. 


During his training each mem­ 
ber of the psychiatric team has 
extensive supervised 
training 
in 
psychotherapy varying from two 
to five years. 
This 
training 
in­ 
volves field work at a clinic or 
hospital working with patients un­ 
der the guidance of an experienc­ 
ed person. Often the therapist has 
undergone psychotherapy 
himself 
over an extended period of time. 
In most cases however, this per­ 
sonal psychotherapy is not man­ 
datory. 


All three members of the team 
are highly trained and skilled peo­ 
ple. Their training has included 
at least six to fifteen 
years 
of 
work. Unfortunately, the p u b l i c 
image of these specialists has not 
kept up with the times. 


And so we find that the social 
worker is still thought of as some­ 
one who gives out 
charity 
and 
the osycholoaist as one who gives 
intelligence tests. 


To protect the public the State 
of California has recently passed 
an act 
certifying 
psychologists. 
This will mean the eventual elim­ 
ination of quakes from the field. 
A certified psychologist now is one 
who has the Ph.D or its equiva­ 
lent. has three years of experience 
and who has passed an examina­ 
tion equivalent to a State Board 
as given by the ps; chology exam­ 
ining committee 
of the 
S t a t e 
Board of Medical Examiners. The 
social workers also have done the 
same so that soon a qualified so­ 
cial worker will be one who is a 
member of the Academy of Social 
Work. 
Members of the psychiatric team 
are often found in a private prac­ 
tice setting where their functions 1 
can often become confused. Only 
the psychiatrist however, retains 
medical respon<Ibili!” for the pat­ 
ient. Anv member of the team can 
be equally qualified to do psycho­ 
therapy. 
Jus! as a medical doctor goes 
on to ‘ pecialize in one aspect of 
medicine, pediatrics, 
surgery 
or 
psychiatry; so do the psychologist 
and social worker have their spe­ 
cialties. The psychologist can spe­ 
cialize in re>earch, industrial or 
clinical psychology, while the so­ 
cial worker can specialize in group 
work, medical social work or psy­ 
chiatric social work. 
Sometimes a psychiatrist w h o 
wishes still more advance train­ 
ing can enter an institute for ps\- 
choanaiysis. This training (usual­ 
ly at night after working hours) 
lasts at least three years and the 
graduate is kown as 
a 
psycho­ 
analyst. This is a very specialized 
training usually only in Freudian 
psychology. 
A 
psychiatry 
who 
would not adhere to the Freudian 
or neo-Freudian viewpoint 
would 
not be likely to become a psy- 
choanalvst.

" THINK WE'LL WAVE TO TACKLE IT ? ' 
BOB CONSIDINE: 


When Cos-. Brown went into office he 
assured the public that 'heir right to know 
would 1st respected hv his adm inistration. H e 
issued a forthright statement that governm en­ 
tal processes would be an open book. 
“Secrecv in government is as m uch to be 
fea.ed as subversion." be said. 
A month ago, Cos-. Brown announced 
that he planned an eight-man cabinet to 
serse as a policy-making body for the execu­ 
tive branch of the state governm ent. T he 
cabinet was to he composed of the four a d ­ 
ministrators of the newly formed super-agen­ 
cies and other top members of his adm inis­ 
tration. 
fie succeeded in getting four adm inistra­ 
tors at $25,000 each annually and announced 
the formation of his cabinet. 
Came the time for the cabinet to m eet- 
and Gov. Brown said the m eeting was to be 
closed. Even members of the press were d e ­ 
nied adm ittance. The m eeting was strictly 
secret, a flip-flop from his open-face govern­ 
m ent policy announced earlier. 
H ow ever, even though the meeting was 
closed, the governor desired the publicity 
which w ould accrue. H e told the press: 
“T he m eeting will he closed but the gov- 
emor. no doubt, will he available for com­ 
m ent after the meeting." 
T he interpretation Is that the governor 
is anxious to further his political ambitions 


throughout the state and at the sam e tim e 
deny the taxpayers svlio are picking up the 
$100.000 tab for the four m em bers of Ills 
cabinet, the right to know w hat they are do­ 
ing to earn their m oney. 
The governors council xvas organized 
back in the adm inistration of the late C. C. 
Young and its m eetings w ere open to the 
press, providing, at tim es, useful inform ation 
for the public. 
But w ith the new cabinet, superseding 
the council, w ith m uch m ore m oney being 
spent. G ov. Brown apparently has decided 
that the interest of the public in govern­ 
m ental affairs is no longer a m atter of con­ 
cern and that decisions involving m illions of 
dollars in tax m onry are to be kept secret 
except for w hat he chooses to announce w hen 
he. “no doubt, w ill be available for com m ent 
after the m eeting" as it w as said earlier. 
W hen the state executive signed the bills 
introduced by form er assem blym an, Balph 
M. Brown, against secrecy in governm ent and 
passed by the legislature, he intim ated that the 
bill w as aim ed at local governm ent, not at a 
state level. 
T he governor is w illing, he said, to pro­ 
vide inform ation concerning actions of the 
cabinet. B ut that will be second hand inform a­ 
tion about the affairs of the state, ssith too 
m uch chance for distortion of facts, painting 
the bright side of the picture, suppressing 
the drab. 


Too Often They Ignore W hat They Know 


In most schools, If you achieve a mark 
of 80 per cent correct in a test, you rate a 
B-minus. But, if you’ll pardon the attempt 
at a pun, if you fail to make 80 per cent in a 
drivers' license test, you’d be minus a li­ 
cense. 
Every driver must take that test at least 
once every four years, in some cases, every 
two years. And you must be well up in your 
knowledge of the California Motor Vehicle 
Code. Because you can be clapped into jail 
if you are caught driving without a license 
or one that has been expired for more than 
90 days. 
The examiner throws a list of 30 ques­ 
tions at you. Y’ou must answer at least 24 of 
them correctly or you are told, no dice, go 
away and come back some later day to try 
again. 
You get three chances at every question 
and it’s like going into a polling booth, all 
you do is mark an X in the proper square. 
Not only are you required to know what’s 
what in the code but you also have to have a 
working knowledge of what constitutes safe 
and sane driving. 
It's a test for motorists hut it includes 
pedestrians, too. That's in case, no doubt, that 
vou flunk and are returned to the ranks of 
the foot plodders. It's a continuing program

for every two years the legislators tinker with 
the motor vehicle code and the answer that 
was right this year may be out of line in 
1963. 
The 30 questions, each wit ha choice of 
three answers, cover about everything in­ 
volved in safe driving. The oddity revealed 
is that the vast majority of those who take 
it, pass when confronted by the examiner. 
There they know all of the laws. But, watch­ 
ing them alterwards, on the highways, ap­ 
parently most of them left their knowledge of 
the code in the test room.

Three Degrees of Dirt 
The “dirtiness” of the fallout 
was controllable as long ago as 
1958, the year that President Ei­ 
senhower began three-vear vol­ 
untary test ban by our side which 
lasted into the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration. The American public has 
not been told what amount of 
“dirtiness” is scientifically possi­ 
ble by today, the end of 1961. 
But I have here three definitions 
which were given out by au­ 
thoritative sources in 1958 
fl) A normaJ weapon This is 
a bomb to achieve, at an econom­ 
ical weight and size. the desired 
amount of blast and thermal ef­ 
fect(2) A clean weapon A bomb 
so designed as to minimize or 
greatly reduce the radioactivity 
of the debris. This means that 
the clean bomb is designed by 
its makers to hold down the ratio 
of fission (atomic) yield to fusion 
(nuclear) yield. In his press con­ 
ference of July 3, 1957. President 
E’senhower said his Atomic En­ 
ergy Chairman Lewis Strauss had 
reported to him that our bombs 
were close to 95 per cent “clean ” 
That is to say. our bombs were 
95 per cent fusion and 5 per cent 
fission. 
(3) A salted weapon- That is a 
bomb which is so designed that 
a significant portion of the radio­ 
activity ( dirtiness") of the de­ 
bris has been achieved by the

“deliberate” introduction of se­ 
lected isotopes. In short, this 
bomb has been “saJted” with 
materials which are not needed 
to achieve an explosion. The 
“ salt” has been introduced to 
cause radioactive debris with 
fearful biochemical effects. 
1958 Definitions 
These, to repeat, are 1958 defi­ 
nitions. Considering the rapid de­ 
velopment of science, we must 
assume that by 1961 the Soviet 
weapons makers have refined 
their knowledge and sharpened 
their skills. It is impossible not 
to suppose that when “dirtier” 
bombs are made. Khrushchev will 
make them. Nor is it beyond sci­ 
entific supposition that Russian 
scientists can time their shots 
and can concoct fallout which will 
principally drop upon the Western 
Hemisphere. 
These are some of the reasons 
why we are going to hear more 
of a new idea — "acceptance.” 
meaning acceptance of our lot as 
a nation which no longer rules 
its destiny. We shall soon be 
learning bv the Pres dent s ac­ 
tions (not by his words) how he s 
going to treat this idea. 
To reject it. he will have to 
rise above all past performances 
and give U' deeds of surpassing 
audacity and imagination, not ex­ 
cluding a direct attack upon the 
Arctic region where the tests are 
taking place. 
But if the President submits to 
the idea that, after all. great na­ 
tions rise and wane, and that 
America has had her day.then he 
will not have to tell us so, or show 
us so We will koow.

NEW YORK - It is true that 
man has at times dug himself 
a hole, hid behind a barricade, 
climbed into a suit of armor 
and even camouflaged himself 
to avoid the thrusts of his ene­ 
my.

Our allies, 
whose lands and cities lie so 
close to the U S S R that they 
could be blitzed in id or 15 min­ 
utes. are not making nearly as 
much commotion about bomb 
and fallout warrens as are we, 
who are so much farther re­ 
moved from the source of the 
danger and so much better pre­ 
pared to answer blow w i t h 
blow. 
One Builds 
“I agree with you that it 
would be nice if the country put 
all that time, effort and money 
into making ourselves so strong 
that no enemy would dare hit 
us.” a prominent former offi­ 
cial in the Truman administra­ 
tion told me last night. ’’Never­ 
theless. I'm building ihe biggest 
and best shelter I can con­ 
struct." He found it hard to sav. 
“Not for myself." he added, 
quickly. "I’ve got three l i t t l e 
grandchildren living down th e 
street from me. ‘I'm thinking of 
them. Please don’t tell anybody 
that I'm doing it." 
It was. I think, typical of a 
widespread humiliation over fall­ 
out construction. The builders 
find themselves torn between 
the obligation of protecting their 
families and themselves against 
the unknow-ns of atomic war­ 
fare but, at the same time, they 
don’t want to appear timid or 
cowardly — and I’d bet most 
of them do. 
This country needs the encour­ 
agement of a strong voice say­ 
ing. ’’Those Russians aren’t go­ 
ing to make me crawl into a 
hole." It needs it more. It 
seems to me. than pictures of 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller disap­ 
pearing. with a smile, into the 
commtxlioua subterranean vault 
he built for himself s e v e r a l 
years ago.Not Neighbors 
Though neither said it aloud, 
one must judge that neither my 
friend who is thinking of h is 
grandchildren, nor Gov. Rocke­ 
feller. has any intention of in­ 
viting the neighbors to j o i n 
them when-if the shelters are 
ever needed. If such a dire time 
arrived the keepers of the un­ 
derground hives could in good 
conscience mow down any man. 
woman or child who tried to 
force his way in out of the 
radioactive dust. 
At least, that’s the strange 
contention of the Rev Laurence 
C. McHugh. S.J.. of America 
Magazine, as propounded in his 
recent shocker entitled “Ethics 
at the Shelter Doorway.” T h « 
piece has been damned a n d 
praised, but none of its critics 
know quite how he would react 
if ever faced with such a heart­ 
breaking decision. 
To the Beach 
One critic of McHugh's Law 
proposed — on the fatal day— 
to take his family to the beach 
and enjoy himself along t h e 
sands until the end came, while 
shelter owners were driving off 
pleading friends and relatives 
with 
machinegun 
fire.

The do - it • yourself shelter» 
now ruining vegetable gardens 
and the cellar’s game .room 
cannot be made to withstand 
much in the way of a blow, or 
sustain the hibernating for very 
long At a U. S. missile basa 
recently I saw two 400 ton steel 
and reinforced concrete doors 
open over a 14-story deep silo 
containing a Titan. When the 
Titan had flown off I asked if 
the fantastically s'urdy doors 
would have protected it from a 
hit by an A bomb. The answer 
was a snorting. “Of course not! * 
The community shelter plan 
smacks of inadequacv. too. The 
city of Newburgh. N. Y . in­ 
forms us that it hopes to build 
a mostly underground garage 
and shelter to fit either 256 ve- 
hides or 7.000 citizens.

Air Command circle his 
land, ready to knock him out 
if he raises a pinkie in anger. 
He knows that NATO, close at 
hand, could hit with tremendous 
speed and vigor, too. He has a 
good line on how his coastal 
areas are policed by P o I a r a 
subs. He knows that American- 
built Thor and Jupiter IRBM’s 
based in Britain and Italy in a 
few minutes can reach the 
lomon-shaped towers of his cap­ 
ital.
